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CORONATOTCaUf., Jan. 25 
—An “intelligence gap” issue 
was added today to all the 
other ones surrounding the 
Pueblo mission as the Navy 
released a summary of testi- 
mony given in secret. 

Capt. Thomas L. D wyer, as- 
sistant chief of staff for in- 
telligence at the Naval Com- 
mand in Japan when the Pueb- 
lo was seized, told the Naval 
Court of Inquiry yesterday 
afternoon that he did not 
know the North Koreans had 
publicly warned the United 
States against such mission 
shortly before the ill-fated 
ship sailed. 

Two North Kirean broad- 
casts, one monitored Jan. 6 
and the other Jan. 11, warned 
that “determined counter- 
measures” would be taken 
against “U.S. imperialists” 
boats off the Korean coast. 

The Navy summary said that 
when the court counsel intro- 
duced the texts 6f the broad- 
casts as part of the proceed- 
ings “Dwyer said that he had 
not seen them.” < 

Dwyer was the top U.S. in- 
telligence officer in the com- 
mand tli at dispatched the 
Pueblo — U.S. Naval Forces Ja- 
pan. -Z 

He is now assistant to the 
commander at the Naval Intel- 
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llgence Coinmand for ocean 1 
surveillance and intelligence 
operations. 

Sailed Last Jan. 11 
<• The Pueblo sailed for her 
spying mission off North 
Korea the morning of Jan. 11 
and was seized the afternoon 
of Jan. 23 (Korean time). 

The Jan. 6 broadcast out of 
Pyongyang, capital of North 
Korea, said: 

“The U.S. imperialist ag- 
gressor army, which has been 
incessantly commiting provoc- 


ative acts lately on tne sea on 
the eastern coast, from 0600 
this morning again dispatched 
many armed boats, mingled 
frith fishing boats, under the 
escort of armed warships into 
the coastal waters of our side 
on the eastern coast to perpe- 
trate provocative acts. 

“Our naval ships on patrol 
duty on the spot took neces- 
sary countermeasures and de- 
tained the vessels involved in 
the hostile acts. As long as the 
U.S. imperialist aggressor 
troops perpetrate provocative 
acts, our people’s army units 
frill take more determined 
countermeasures against the 
enemy in the future, too.”

1 JJoyd M. Bucher, skipper of 
, the Pueblo, testified this week 
that the army ran the whole 
show during his crew’s captiv- 
ity. 

Jan. 11 Broadcast * 

The Jan. 11 North Korean 
broadcast read into the Pueblo 
inquiry record said: 

“The U.S. imperialist ag- 
gressor troops again dis- 
patched from early this morn- 
ing hundreds of fashing boats 
and spy boats disguised as 
fishing boats into the coastal 
waters of our side off the east- 
ern coast tb perpetrate hostile 
acts. •»*•’ . '• • ♦ 

“This noon our naval ships' 
on patrol duty on the spot de- 
tained the vessels involved in 
(the hostile acts. As long as the 
U.S. imperialist aggressor 
troops conduct reconnaissance 
by sending spy boats, our 
naval ships will continue to 
take determined countermea- 
sures.” 

, Bucher in the closed session 
yesterday afternoon said, 
again according to the Navy, 
that no briefing he had re- 
ceived before taking command 


of (the Pueblo had discussed 
thd possibility cxf armed at- V 
tacjcs. 

His own counsel— E. Miles 
Harvey of San Diego— asked 
that question. This line of 
questioning indicates that 
Bucher will try to convince the 
court of five admirals that he 
did not violate any instructions 
in surrendering the Pueblo 
since none existed for the sit- 
uation he encountered. 

Received Briefings 

Bucher earlier in his testi- 
mony said he had received 
briefings on the Pueblo in late 


December and through most 
of January in Hawaii and in 
the Naval Headquarters in 
Japan. 

Harvey’s question illustrates 
the grayness that hias settled 
over the whole Pueblo affair 
as the Navy tries to decide 
what to do (about a captain 
who gave up his ship. 

If it had been W'ar, the old 
Navy tradition of fighting to 
the last man would have been 
the obvious guideline. But on 
this mission, Bucher has testi- 
fied he was ordered to keep 
from being provocative; to 
keep the Pueblo’s two .50- 
calibre machine guns in their 
canvas covers. 

The thrust of Bucher’s testi- 
mony to date is that he fol- 
lowed the orders he was given 
for his mission and then, 
where they left off, followed 
his own humanitarian instincts. 

Navy 9 8 Purpose Held 
* Facts , Not Scapegoats , 

Adm. Thomas H. Moorer 
said yesterday the Navy “is 
searching for facts — not scape- 
goats” in its inquiry into the 
surrender of the spy ship 
Pueblo to North Korea. 

The Navy’s top official 
tacked the statement onto the 
end of an address to the Amer- 
ican Bar Association in Chi- 
cago last night. The Pentagon 
distributed his statement in 
the afternoon. 

Moorer said the Navy is 
“deeply troubled” over what f 
he called misinterpretation of 
a warning by a Navy lawyer 
to the Pueblo skipper, Cmdr. 
Lloyd Bucher, that he was sus- 
pected of having violated 
Navy regulations in surrender- 
ing his ship without a fight. 
The lawyer also mentioned 
the possibility of a court-mar- 
tial. 

Moorer said the court was 
at that point getting into de- 
tails of the capture and was 
legally required to tell Bucher 
that his testimony could be 
used against him. It did not 
reflect any official’s judgment 
on Bucher’s conduct, he said. , 

Moorer pledged to ensure 
the full rights of all persons • 
appearing before the court. He J 
appealed to the public “to be : 
patient” and to “have full 
trust” that the inquiry is be- 
ing carried out by “experi- 
enced men of great integrity.”
